On Saturday night, February 12 the Entertainment Committee under the Chairman- 


ship of Eugene K. is sponsoring a "Sweet Heart's Ball" to tie in with Valentine's 


Day. This event will also celebrate Club '70's SECOND ANNIVERSARY (see below). 


Club '70's Second Anniversary: 


Briefly, and for those who were not around when Club '70 first got rolling 
- just a short resume. 


Club '70 was the partial result of two brainstorms by two former Calgarians 
(but naturally)! Back in '69 (what a year) these two guys had been to the 
west coast and came back talking up a storm about forming our “own" club. 

Up until that time a number of people had talked about it - but there just 
wasn't any action. These two got together with ten other people on December 
21, 1969, and were able to report to the others that one person who was not 
present at that evening's meeting was willing to put up a substantial number 
of dollars if the group wanted to proceed with the project. Prior to that 
evening, one of the two had consulted with a legal firm regarding the organiza- 
tion of a particular type of club. The conclusion of the evening - let ‘er go. 
Canvassing started in a well know bar in the City and indications looked 

good very quickly. In the mean-time by-laws had been drafted and sent to 

the solicitor for review and recommendations. 


Another meeting was called for January 4, 1970, which was held at Harry V. 
apartment and attended by 53 people who were interested in the project. At 
that meeting, the first Board of Directors were elected, the first set of 
by-laws were adopted, and the Club was named. 


Then on February 2, 1970, Club '70 was ees by The Registrar of Companies 
for the Province of Wabenta, 


In a letter received later from our solicitor he congratulated the Club and 
stated that this was perhaps the first "registered" Club of its kind in 
Canada and more than likely, in the United States as well. 


Mind you, after that we were in for some thrilling moments and growing 
pains to boot. But I think we can say in all fairness, the damn thing is off 
the ground! 


And Now, Just _a Reminder of a Few Rules: 


a. Age Limited: 
Only persons of the full age of 18 years will be admitted. Alberta Liquor 
Control Board's I.D.'s are a prerequisite for young people gaining access 
to the Club proper and they must either be members or accompanied by a 
member. 


b. Marijuana and All Other Forms of Drugs: 


Possession or smoking marijuana or taking other forms of drugs on Club 
premises will result in automatic expulsion of members (or non-members) 
from the Club. Members will also be expelled from Club membership. 


c. Straight Guests of Members: 


Straights are NEVER to be brought into the Club as guests. If this occurs, 
the member sponsoring them will be suspended for a period of not less than 
30 days plus a fine of $5.00.

d. ONE GUEST PER MEMBER AT CLUB: 


Members are permitted to bring ONE GUEST and one guest ONLY per evening to 
the Club.

Any member wishing to make a comment, suggestion and/or complaint is invited 
to do so by either placing it in the suggestion box at the Club or writing 

In fairness 
to the Board, remarks should be signed by at least the member's card number. 


WANTED - Personnel to Operate Coat Check-Room: 


The Board invites applications from members to operate the coat check-room on 
either Wednesday, Friday or Saturday nights or a combination of these nights.

WANTED - Anyone Familiar With Heat, Ventilation and/or Sound: 


The Board requests anyone who is familiar with heat, ventilation and/or sound 
to contact either the Secretary or the President of the Club.
